I would most assuredly get rid of m 
little band of fiheep. But the sheep me 
are not interfering with n single mteres 
in Fresno county—are not diminishin 
oar water supply or destroying tlie tim 
her. In the first place the persons wh 
got up this Brare about tbe sheep me 
had no practical information on tbe an1 
ject- If they had beeu well iuforrue 
they wonld have knows that tree 
grass and ehrnhbery does not preven 
enow from melting, but has a contrar 
effect. 


AS ILLUSTRATION. 


To illustrate, yoa can select two epo 


of any size on the mountains, let one 1 
perfectly barren and the other covere 
with vegetation and shrubbery or tree 
and the barren eput will retain the HBO 
almost twice aa lone as tho other. Th 
fact is dne to many causes, which it 
not necessary to attempt to explain her 


'entiflcally. 
It is known to hn afact by all mountai 


men. Tbe heat in the wood and gras 
has something to do with melting th 
snow—the color aleo has acme effect o 
it. Any man knows, or should know 
that if vou fi.l two sacks with piue leave 
and let the enow cover them that it wi 
melt much more rapidly than if it fal 
on the bare ground. I will make an 
man a present of $1000 who can sue 
cesafully demonstrate to toe that anov 
will remain as long in a timbered belt a 
:t will on dry hard ground in our moun 
.ains. Now then aa to the charge tha 
;he sheep men burn np the forests. Id 
not think that anybody really believe 
it. 1 have been a sheep man for man 
years and know that sheep men hav 
more to IOHR from fire than any othe 


j)le in the mountains. They are par 


Ocularly careful in this regard and know 
when a fire does start on a range that i 
t is not put ont it may destroy a grea 
leal of very valuable feed. Then, too 
the creat herds of sheep that go back t 
;ho mountains every Rummer are drivei 
way beyond the timber be!t. 


WILL RUIS AS INDUSTRY. 


"One reason I am opposed to thi 


scheme is that if carried oat it wi] 
drive one oi the most important indua 
triea out of F/esno county. The sheep 
ittttle aod etock industry brings nearly 
il,000,000 into our county every yea 
and no man can foretell the disastrous 
effects of its eradication." 


Mr. Thomas Bacon spoke in much the 
ame veiu as ilr. Collins, and told of the 
advantages of the mountains for cattle 
aiainp, not only in summer, but in win 
er. Ilia cattle thia year bad winterer, 
jack in the mountains and ho had only 
ost three head, while Enma of hia neigh- 
lorn in the foothills had lost 30 per 
ent of their herds. He had hoard a 
ood deal of talk ou this subject by men 


who had little knowledge of the true 
ondition of thinga, and if they were 
more familiar with the customs of sheep- 
Tien they wonld find less to criticize, 


he main water supply comes from the 
eavy banks of enow beyond tho timber 
wits. 


Air. Stephenson'fl experience with hia 
attle had been similar to that of Mr. 
aeon. 
R. N. Woods, one of the best known 
tockmen in the country, paid his re- 
pects to the sensationalists "who had 
ied to bamboozle the people on this 
nestion three years ago."

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Important Meeting of Fruit 


and Raisin Growers. 


CO-yPEBATION 
WAS DISCUSSED 


The Sentiment Favoring; the Coali- 


tion of Fresno, Tulare and 


Kern County Producers. 


At th^Jast convention of the state 


fruit growers the executive committee 
was authorized to call a meeting on 
March 24 in thia city, and yesterday in 
pursuance .of this call about fifty fruit 
growers and packers assembled iu Arm- 
ory hall lor tho purpose of taking etepa 
to form an exchange or co-operative as- 
iociation for the purpose of securing a re- 
liable market for the raisin aud fruit 
crop. 


M, M. Motheral of Tulare occupied tho 


chair and D, M. Pyle of Kern acted ae 
secretary. MBHBH.Motheral, Pyle, J. S. 
Doift and Mrs. Gordon represented the 
committee on union. 


John S. Dora on the proposition to 


form a state organization of fruit growers 
remarked that a large number of the 
raisin growers of this Btate had not yet 
made up their minda whether to go into 
a Btate fruit growers' convention or into 
one eompriainc the growers of Sau Joa- 
quin valley. It was necessary flret to bo 
ascertained whether the co-operative as- 
sociations and the packers who weie not 
producers wonld join in with the move- 
ment. 


Mr. Dore added that there was no use 


in dieguiaing the fact that when a villain. 
or a fool sold a carload of raisins in New 
York city at au absurdly low and un- 
profitable price that sale fixed the price 
in the raisin market. 
"It eeeniB to me," continued 
the 


speaker, "that the large co-operative 
bodies of this country should 1st us 
know how they'feel about it. If each 
individual, each co-operative company 
aud each packing company are going 
to work on their own book our meetings 
and our efforts will be a failure." 


TOO UNWIELDY. 


Mr. Motheral said that some objected 


to the formation of a state organization 
because it would bo too big an nffair. 
Their idsa was that it would be better to 
form a raisin growers' orcanization em- 
bracing tho counties of Fresno, Tulare 
and Kern, and that this corporation 
should build a great warehouse hero and 
at the other points in which to store 
their product until the maikvt 
was 


ready to receive them. Warehouse cer- 
tificates could be issued on which the 
holders could get advances of monev to 
tide them over the hard times. On the 
other hand it was suggested that there 
Bhould be a raisin aud dried fruit er- 
ehange for tho whole state. 
That was 


the question before the convention for ite 
action. 


Another member said that as a direc- 


tor of tbe Fresno raisin company he had 
attended the convention for tho purpose 
ot hearing aouie definite plan outlined, 
and he was verv much disappointed. 


Alexander Gordon called attention to 


the necessity for prompt action. Some- 
thing had been uaid to tbe efleefc that in 
a f 3w years tho vineyard acreage of Tu- 
lare county wonld exceed that of Fresno 
county, but he desired to say that if the 
raisin market coutiiiueu in ita present 
condition aud nothing is done by tbe 
growers Tulare county will never catch 
up with Fresno, but will quit. Aa hft 
understood the proposition it wtis to 
form a co-operation under the lawa of 
the state for (lie purpose of marketing 
tho fruit products of the ehare holders. 


"I will say," he edded, "that we as 


individuals can doeverthing else success- 
fully in tbia valley except the marketing 
of Iruit. The details ol the work of the 
organization will he provided lor by a 
committee hereafter, and these details 
caniiot be arranged all at once. It would 
be necessary to have by-laws carefully 
framed and voted upon by the ehure 
holders. 


ALL MUST OimANI/.E. 


"I bavo come to the conclusion that 


we have to organize something besides a 
producer^association. The raisin pack- 
era of tha county should come into the 
organization aleo. We must all organize. 
We can grow onr fruit and lots of it 
easily enough, but what is staring us is the 
•elling of that fruit. When we organize 
we should do BO for tho sole purpose of 
properly marketing oar crops, and thia 
Btato organization I am satisfied is 
knocked iu the head for the present and 
I have given up all hope in that direc- 
tion so tar aa I BUI concerned. But we 
got eqneezed protty badly last year, and 
•we will be equeezid again next year un- 
til there IB nothing left of us to squeeze 
unless we do Something. 


"We should havo warehouses in onr 


respective districts in which we may 
Btoreonrcropa, and warehouse receipts 
Bhould bo issued eo that wo may get a 
littlo ready money for our produce. 
If 


we cannot eell cur fruit in one month we 
will hold it fcr another month and not 
dump it all ontupon the market. Every 
act iu this promiscuous way of Belling 
our fruit is mining our business, and it is 
high time that it should bo put a Btop to. 
''I cm satisfied," continued Mr. Gor- 


don, "that the purpose for which this 
convention waa called has failed so far 
as a state organization is concerned, but 
I uui willing once more to canvass tho 
Said and aesiat in tbe getting up of a 
local organization to teke in thcEO throe 
counlias, the leading raisin center of 
America, and I am ready to go to work 
again and solicit producers who are pack- 
ers, and packers who aro not producers, 
to come into each au organization. The 
majority of tho stock must be held by 
raisin men, otherwise onr efforts will 
come to naught." 


Mr. Chaddock, of the Home Kaisin 


Packing company, made a few remarks 
in which he expressed the opinion tbat 
the producers and packers could con- 
sistently join hjir.de. 


CO-OPERATION TBE WAY. 


"Mr. Kiroball of the Producers' Pack- 


ing company was convinced that in co- 
operation lay the road to salvation, lie 
believed that the San Joaquin valley it »s 
a large enough area to handle. 
It **"*& 


necessary to combine with the puckers 
or else to freeze them cut. 


M>. Dore called upon 'no representa- 


tives of tho packer- present to express 
their ideas. 
Mr. f^idon asked the packers if it wan 


their desire to join with the producers 
/or tho purpose of properly distributing 
And marketing their fruit. 


Mr. Mothflral pointedly asked Mr. 


Chaddock if he waa wilting to join Buch 
an organization. 


Mr. U/jaddock replied that the pack- 


ers would not like to put their bnsi- 
nesn into the hands of others. 
It 


would be virtually giving away their 
business. They would be willing to go 
into ft raiain exchange for the purpose of 
keeping np prices and sustaining the 
reputation of tho standard brands. 


George Noble said that one of tbo co- 


operative packing companies held 
a 


meoiine a short time ago at which 700,- 
000 boxes of raisins were represented, 
and ft committee waa appointed to form- 
ulate a good plan outsi'lo of the plan for 
an exchange. 
Flo did n"t understand 


the objact of ench an exchange to be tbe 
control of the producers and packers 
crops. It would look rather to the dis- 
tribution and advertising of the product 
than to control iho prices. 


, 
Mr, Mothers! asked Mr. No bio this 
\ 
question: "Are yon willing to enter

into a co-operative movement in which

your company will have its legitimate 


controlling influent* for the purpose of 
marketing our products? " 


NOT A CO-OP«BATIVE 
flODY. 


Mr. Noble replied that his company 


waa not a co-operative body, but he was 
not prepared to say whether he would be 
willing to go into a plan whereby hie 
directors and somebody else'a directors 
may dictate, when, where and bow be 
Bhould market his produce. 


"Oar great deaire is to prevent the 


great number of rejections we are hav- 
ing," continued he, "and of hating those 
rejections and acceptances made in 
Fresco instead of in the eastern mar- 
ktes." 


"Our side of the river in Tulare county 


is going to organize," flaid Mr. Motheral. 
"We will be in one body aa a commun- 
ity, and if we don't unite with anybody 
else we will unite with ourselves, and we 
will he in it an sure as you are HviDg." 


Mr. Fowler'a motion to the effect tbat 


a raiein and dried fruit exchange be or- 
gaiiiiad with a board of directors, of 
whom flve ehall be from Fresno, three 
from Tulare and two trom the state at 
large, waa put to the moetiug and was 
carried on a rising vote by ono majority. 


Mr. Gordon said he did not believe it 


wise to go into a state organization at 
present. 


Mr. Motberal remarked that there 


seuuied to be considerable unnecessary 
friction in tha minda of many present 
which he wea convinced would noi pre- 
vail iicxt year. 


E. S. Barney suggested that the chair- 


man should eelect a committee of eleven 
to canvaEs the owners of orchards and 
vineyards in this part of the country. 


BOUE Al'ATHV. 


Mr. Gordon said that there were 1GOO 


raisin groweru in Freano and as many 
mom in other counties of the state, and 
he was surprised because of the meager 
attendance, especially when a subject of 
BO much vital importance was to be dia- 
cnesed. He did not believe that the 
time was ripe for a Btato organization, 
and thought that the matter should be 
let go by until such time as the growers 
in tho whole of the United Slates should 
be organized. 


Secretary Pyle said that he had at- 


tended the meeting in response to the 
call of the State Fruit Growers' conven- 
tion and in the interpst of the proposed 
state organization. Matters had taken a 
different turn, but ha proposed to con- 
tinue at hia post until something should 
he organized. 


"We of Kern county are trying to es- 


tablish ourselves into an association 
whereby we can pick our own raisins and 
then join the state association for the 
purpose of selling our crops," continued 
Mr. Pylo. 
lie urged th? committee to continue 


their work until an organization shall 
have been effected. 


"What are wo going to d> with the 


matter as it stands?" asked Mr. Gordon. 
"The committee are powerless to act until 
tho people come in and assist _theni. 
Some say that if an organization is had 
Fresno county will have to have three, 
four or five directors, and that if Mr. Bo- 
and-So is a director they won't come 
in.""It is evident to my mind," said Mr. 
Motheral, "that there will be a state 
convention called in the interest of this 
matter, hnt the meeting place ought to 
be somewhere else beside Fresno. There 
seems to be eome surrounding influences 
here that are not favorable." 


"I am still of the opinion," continued 


Mr. Gordon, "that ti state organization 
will be too largo on tho start. You 
would have to appoint directors from all 
over the state- The law provides for 
only eleven directors. Wbere are you 
poinp to get them? Does the averapo 
man understand what it is to be the di- 
rector of a state organization 7 
Suppose 


yon should be $10,000 or $12,000 behind 
and Borne one of the directors should 
have to put up his note at the bank until 
the money should have been collected. 
Let us begin with tho three counties, 
where WB all know each other and where 
we can examine tho books whenever we 
chooao. That will bo big enouch for the 
start." 


After further discussion, in which the 


scneral pentiinent waa that the commit- 
tee should continue the work of solicit- 
ing, 
the meeting adjourned subject to 


the call of the chair.

After explaining in what the crime of 


perjury consisted Mr. Welsh said:

;his state can bo issued except an affi- 
davit, such as is required by law, be 
taken. The affidavit must be of a kind 
and character Bhowiner the names, resi- 
dences, ages of the parties, the fact that 
ibe female ia over 18 years old and the 
male over 21; or, it tbe female is under 
IS yeara, that eome one of the parents, 
or other parties, to consent to the mar- 
riage, must appear before the clerk and 
«ive their consent before the marriago 
license can be issued. Wo expect to 
show you that the making of a false oath 
then, for the purpose of obtaining n mar- 
riage license, is parjury under tho law of 
Lhis state. That 19 the crime defendant 
liere ia charged with. 


"The facts of the case are as follows: 


On January 24 Mr. Beevors, tbo defend- 
ant, appeared before H. J- Ashmnn, a 
deputy clerk of Fresno county, who is 
thoroughly 
authorized to adminitler 


oaths, and madn thia affidavit for a mar- 
riage license. (Ueada affidavit.) 


"After making this affidavit before 


Aehmim there was issued to him a mar- 
riage license, authorizing tho marriage 
of John A. Buuverd and Olara S. Bates.' 
Tbo marriage license was delivered to 
Beevers in accordance with tho law and 
afterward he was joined in marriage to 
Clara S. Bates by Frank Laniug, city 
recorder of Fresno, on tho eamo date. 


"Now, we expect to allow you that at 


tbe time this marriage license was issued 
and this affidavit made, this girl, Clara 
Bates, was but Ifi years of age. Her birth- 
day bs'l occurred'on January 30, of thi-s 
year, some twenty-two days before ho 
:ifld made the aflidavit that she wag 18. 
We expect further to show that be did 
not have the consent oE tbe purb.ttu to 
his marriage; that his marriage, or- 
matters connected with it, waa Gome- 
thing the parents knew nothing about 
until after it had occurred, and that sue 
...., influenced by John A. Bates to en- 
ter into thia marriage with him. 


"We expect to show you that he ha 


absolute and positive knowledge from 
statements made by her, end from state- 
ments made by other parties in bis pres- 
ence, that the nirl was a^ed 10; that he 
know her birthday, knew when it 
occurred and that he knew positively 
that slie was not 18 years of age when 
thia affidavit was made. We further ex- 
pect to flhow in connection with that, 
that there were other legal and valid oh- 


ions to the marriage, while iu the 


iiflidavit he states there were none." . 


a. J. Ashman was the first witness for 


the prosecution. 


Ho testified he was a deputy county 


clerk and had been since tho first Mon- 
day in January, 1891. Ho identified the 
affidavit made by Beevera on January 2u 
la^t and the marriage license iesued by 
him, 
witness, to defendant. 


Defendant's counsel objected to the 


introduction of nffidavit as evidence on 
ground that the name signed thereto 
diffeiud from tho name given in the in- 
formation. Objection overruled and ex- 
ception taken. 


Witness continued, saying that de- 


fendant bad appeared before him on 
January 25 last and made necessary affi- 
davit for a marriage license. 
At the 


time the affidavit was made and fignpil 
by defendant, tho latter was under oath.

fendant had said to her, but the laUoi'a 
counsel objected and tho witness was 
turned over to the attorneys for the de- 
fense. 


The cross-PTRm to atfon waa condnqtnd 


by Attorney Short ar*d was a very rigid 
ono. While tho witnefifl was somewhat 
cantoned at times she did not mike any 


important deviation from her statement 
made at the preliminary examinrtioo. 


Asked if she wauUd to see tha defend 


ene cnnTtetfd 
tbe witn«9 answered 


"Yes." She was then asked whether 
she wanted bim convicted al the time of 
the preliminary examination at Fresno 
Flat*, and she answered yea, again. At- 
torney Short finally asked whether wit- 
ness wanted to Bee defendant convicted 
at the time he went for tbe marriage H- 
cenee- She answered "no," upon which 
the audience smiled. 


Upon re-direct Attorney Welsh asked 


witness why ehe wanted defendant con- 
victed. Counsel for tha defendant ob-

FERVOR IS STRONG.

No peoplo in iho world aro moro de- 


vout than those of Chili, and suroly if 
self inflicted punishments, fasting, con- 
fessions imil donations will take ono to 
heaven, u v;ist throng (though mostly 
women) will go up from that littlo re- 
public. It is no uncommon thing for 
delicate females to go to tho shrine of 
worship upon their knees, over the tlinty 
stones that tear tho flesh, ami then beat 
themselves with leather straps tipped 
with nails. Tho bodies aro often thus 
pnnishod until the blood rims profusely, 
and when tho poor creatures can do no 
more they deposit all tho money and 
trinkets of value npon the altar and go 
homo happy, though suffering. 


A few years ago 110 man dare ride 


through tho streets of any Chilian citv 
ou Good Friday. Even tho cars wero 
not allowed to run; all business waa 
stopped and no sound of wheel or ham- 
mer or human labor disturbed tho reli- 
gions silence. In these days of liberal- 
ism, although tho peoplo still dress in 


l>est mourning and most of the shops 


are shut, tho cars and public carriages 


about ;w usuul ami BOUIObusiness may 


ho rrnnsacted. 


The strangest nnd most impressive . 


part of holy \veek camo on tho night of | 
clood Friday, when ft long lino of fem.ilo ' 
worshipers, led by tha dignitaries of tho 
church and joined by ti very few men, 
crept- to the cross on their knees. They 
first knolt iu tho front yard of the church 
and slowly eniwled on their knccg 
through tho gravelly courts, up through 
the long hall, until they reached tho im- 
ago of tho crucified, and each in turn 
kissed tho wounded foot. 


So solemn was tho sceno that many 


Protest:mls and persons of no particular 
religions belief, who camo merely to 
look, joined in tho worship. It brought 
rich and poor, aristocratic and plebeian, 
on tho samo level—servants and ladies 
of high degree, both wrapped in mantaa, 
side by side.

•Tho lights are extinguished, and at a 
signal from tho priest the peniteuta 
change places and begin scourging tho 
nearest sinnor with a vim that cannot 
leave any doubt of the uhicority of their 
contrition.—New York Advertiser.

Mr. \Vharton replied hy direction of

The large num- 


ber of Canadian eealere already cleared 
shows the sincere purposes of both gov- 
ernments to promote peace, but he aaye 
tlm government cannot have ita rights 
destroyed pending arlitrntion. He does 
not see how tho damages suggested can 
be found and Bays the delay of Great 
Britain defeats the object of the treaty. 


It ia known to this government that 


forty-Bttven Canadian vessels have al- 
ready started for BehrinK flea aud if not 
stopped will slaughter the mother seals 
seeking their rookeries to bo delivered of i 
their young. This is a crime against 
nature. The contention of Lord Salis- | 
bury that pending arbitration soaline 
shall go on unrestricted ia an surprising 
as it is disappointing. 
If her majesty's 


government has so little respect for 
tho claims nnd contentions of this ^rov- 
einmeot tha President cannot under- 
stand why Lord Salisbury should wish 
to resort to arbitration. 


It must not be forgotten that if her 


majesty's government proceeds during 
thia sealing season upon the basis of its 
contention as to the rights of Canadian 
sealers, no cboico is lolt thia government 
hnt to proceed upon tho basis oi its con- 
fident contention that pelagic sealing in 
BehrinK sea is an infraction of its juris- 
diction and property rights. 


Tho President is now willing to be 


responsible for tbo results that may fol- 
low the insistence by either of the gov- 
ernments of tho extreme right "claimed 
bv it. If .Lord Salisbury should inaist 
ui>on free sealing for British subjects tbe 
question as it affects this government is 
one ot honor and eelf respect. This gov- 
ernment cannot consent to the right of 
British subjects to catch seals in Behring 
eca ponding arbitration. 


Tim President declines to diacnss his 


lordship's proposition to take bonds 
from each sailing vessel, and only bis 
respect tor Lord Salisbury enables him 
to treat it with seriousness. 


Salisbury has already carried his point 


in the treaty that arbitrators shall have 
no jurisdiction to award damages. The 
President directs Mr. Whartou to say 
tbat the modus vivecdi of last season is 
the Ifiast this government can accept. 
The President will hear with regret that 
her majesty's government continues to 
assart the right to deal with this subject 
precisely as if no provisions had been 
made for the settlement of tba dispute, 
aad in that event this government will 
be cam palled to deal with the subject 
upon tho aame basis, and one every 
means in ita pnwer to protect from des- 
truction or serious injury the property 
and jurisdiction^], right which it haa- 
lonir claimed and enjoyed. 


The President transmits the corre- 


spondence to the senate withouS com- 
ment. 


Instructions to tho naval officers as- 


signed to vessels intended for the pro- 
tection of the seal industries have not yet 
wholly been completed, but it is evident 
that the operation of vessels will this 
year be extended not onlv to Behring 
sea, but also to the waters within the 
o-mile limit along the entire Alaska coaat 
from latitude 55 to Enimak Pass, south 
of Behring Boa. In this way the seal 
herd on Its way to the rookeries on 
PribylofT islands will bs protected along 
the entire course usually followed by 
poachers. 
Nearly 25,000 seals were 


caught in theee waters last year, Tho 
revenue vessels, Conlin and Albatross, 
have already gone to Alaska waters and 
will soon be followed by the Rash, Bear 
end several naval vessels.

Wnr Will Not Result frura the En- 


tanglement.

ilacedin an unenviable light. 


Rherman also reported a resolution 


Tom tbe committee in the nature of an 
indorsement of the attitude assumed by 
:he President, and in substance assuring 
iiim of the support nf tbe senate. The 
discussion waa free from jingoism, hut 
revealed quite a determination on tho 
[iart of tbe senate to maintain thfi dig- 
aity of the nation and protect its rights. 


Thoro wao no belief that war wonld re- 


sult from tlio present entangloment, 
and for the second time this session 
there was expressed an idea that as 
Great Britain appeared to bo stopped 
from tinting according to her own bpst 
intf reals and principles, common justice 
through deference to the sentiment ol 
Canada, it wonld be well to administer 
to the latter a lesaon by the withdrawal 
of tbat priceless concession, privilege of 
free shipment of products and goods 
through the United States. 


No action was taken on tbe subject. 
Indications are that after farther dis- 


cussion the treaty will he'ratified.any idea 
of com;, 'ication being used as a means oi 
affecting political issues :s negotiated by 
the attitude of the Democratic senators 
who, if possible, are more ardent than 
their representative colleagues in area- 
ing for the most hearty support of the 
executive.

us good, but where water is not so wel 
supplied. The ground for the produc 
lion of lemons aud oranges should have 
tho amount of moisture tbat is requirec 
for the production ol strawberries. This 
18 tbe peculiarity of the locality of Mr 
Williams' trees, and to his neighbors 
tlieir development appears to be wonder 
ful. 


The inclosed extract from a recent 


number of the Santa Paula Chronicle 
indicates that thore is a big profit in tbo 
lemon orchard, I knew tho ground on 
which Mr. Blanchard'a orchard was 
plantsd when it was a cow pasture, and 
when it was a cornfield.

Suggestions on the Mode of KaisiDff 


arid Harvesting This Prolific 


and Valuable Crop. 


An effort ia on foot to establish a beet 


sugar factory in tbia county, and within 
a few days agents of capitalists inter- 
ested in the enterprise will visit this city 
for the purpose of looking over the land. 


For the benefit of agriculturiata who 


may wish to experiment with sugar beet 
seed a larpe supply baa been sent here 
and may ba obtained at the oftice of 
Chittendon, Cole, Kharp & Gordon, on I 
street, between Maripasa and Fresno 
streets, and at Mr. McMullin'a office. A 
patch of ground 10 or 12 feet wide and ''5 
to 30 feat long will be Butlicient for tho 
purpose. 


The beet demands a soil easy to till, 


ono that ia loose and pliable but not too 
sandy. It ia aleo indispensable that the 
sod ebonld be prepared by deep plowing 
a month or two previous to seeding. One 
deep furrow of IS to 14 inches or with two 
plowmga, one of about 9 inches, followed 
by a deeper ono of 0 to S inches below 
tbo first by means of a Bub-soil plow, 
inia work, done in the early winter, tins 
the advantage of allowing froet and at- 
mospheric inflnencea to destroy the co- 
hesion of the soil and, at the same time, 
to destroy any insects which may be 
present. In the spring tbe earth should 
i» well settled d iwn and rendered homo- 
geneous, but not packed. Thi3 may bo 
accomplished by working with roller and

Aa it is desirable to have bents with as 


lew rootlets as possible and of good con- 
ical shape, the point of the root must bo 
allowed to penetrate the earth without 
resistance. Deeply worked soil and ho- 
mogeneous, ailowe the baet to develop 
itself to a good 8J23 without crowding it- 
ielf oat of the ground, aad by these 
meaas one obtains a large product, botli 
m weight and in sugar. 


In many eoila, by deep plowing, a sour 


clay IB brought to the surface which is 
injurious to the vegetation of the beet on 
account of its acidity. This Rhould be 
neutralized by the use of lime in about 
tbe proportion of two tons per acre. 


If fertilizers are uaed it should ba be- 


fore sowing the beetB. Stable manure 
should bo epread before winter, in Aug- 
ust and September, ii possible. It ia in- 
dispensable that it should be well broken 
up before plowing iu. 
Manure with a 


great deal of enrolled straw produces 
generally, beets which are forked, rooty 
and do not keep well. If other fertilizers 
are used, 
ua superphoaphates, 
Ihey 


should bo m powder and spread as soon 
as possible 
in spring. 
Nitrogenous 


fertilizers, such as sulphate of ammooia, 
nitrate of aoda, guano, etr., should oniv 
be ueoil a few days before eowiug on a 
warm or Biinahinv day. 


The quantity of eeed used per ac 


ought never to be less than ten pounds. 
In many cases when tlm soil is cold, or 
when 
fear exists 
that the 
planta 


may be eaten by worms, it will be neces- 
sary to use a larger quantity. It is de- 
sirable that when the planta tome up 
they fihonld nearly touch each other, bat 
there ie no necessity to overcrowd, as 
this occasions extra labor in thinning 
out. Or the seed may be planted at a 
distance of three or four inches in the, 
rows iii groups of three or four seeds. 
The seed may be planted in rowa of ten, 
twelve ur fourteen inches apart, if it is 
intended to weed oat by hand; and at 
sixteen, eighteen and 
twenty inches 


when it 13 desired to use the horse boo. 
Tlie sowing machine or drill should be 
arranged in such a manner that the seed 
is not placed deeper than one-half inch 
below the surface; the least covering of 
earth Bunking to sprout it. 


We cannot insist too strongly on this 


point; seeds buried too deep invariablv 
give a poor stand of beets.

It is well to let tho soil get quite dry 


before rolling after ceediuR. If it is 
rolled too soon after seeding, the earth 
becomes smooth on tho surface and pre- 
vents tho air from panetrating to the 
seed and destroys its germiuation. 


Tbe first weeding should ba done as 


aoon after the plants have come up aa 
tho rows may be distinguished. It is 
then very easy to destroy any weeds 
which may have mado their appearance. 
In California this weeding eho'uld be fol- 
lowed hy a second one after the lapse of 
three or four weeks. Kepeated weeding 
loosen the"soil, warm it, and incite vege- 
tation. Instead of using band labor a 
horse hoe may he uaed to great advant- 
age for the weeding, at the same time, 
aciiug an a cultivator. The hoe should 
scarify the soli an inch or two in depth. 
If, instead of tho second weeding, a 
deeper cultivation is employed, the 10- 
sult will be to prevent dryness, which 
cannot penetrate, except with difficulty, 
into soils well pulverized to a certain 
depth. 


As eoon as the beets have from two to 


four leaves it is necessary to thin them 
out GO tbafc there may be about twelve 
roots to the square yard. Tho sooner 
the thinning ia done the better for the 
plants, as they Buffer muck lees when 
thia work is not delayed. 


The method of thinning out is to place 


a finger of ono hand on the plant to be 
kept, and, holding it firmly in place, re- 
move the others. 


This is done by means of a particular 


kind ot plow, a sort of thin blade which 
splits-the soil between tho rows. In- 
etead of a share it has a very narrow 
blade in tbe nature of u sub-soil point, 
enough to carry it deep into the ground. 
The use of a plow avoids that injury to 
the beets caneed by using spades, hoea 
or forks, and it is also easier to remove 
the entire plant from hardened soils. 


BeetB may bo plowed loose from eight 


to ten days before removing from the 
ground. Treated in this manner the 
roots ripen and gain in weight and sugar; 
the earth adheres much leas to the root 
and can be shaken off with case. 


Thia is tho removal of tbs leaves with 


a portion of the crown of the root, gen- 
erally at the base of the rough portion. 
It is best accomplished hy a single 
straight cat across the beet without 
whittling. 


Of the many varieties the followin 


are mostly used: 


Klein-Wanglebea, white. 
Vilmorin, white. 
While Silesian. 
Improved Imperial, rose and while. 
The Rose Imperial, formerly much 


need, is now dimcnlt to obtain aa it is 
not HO renomerative to farmers or fac- 
tories. 


If beotfl aro planted at great distances 


apart they become large in size 
nd 


freely absorb salts from the soil. To 
avoid this it ia necessary to plant closely 
together, thus dividing the available 
salts in the soil among more beets. 
Sugar is formed in the hfiflt from tbo air 
through the leaves, ami these should be 
many in number and of fair size.

The largest money 
returns, aa a rulo, come from ono or two 
trustworthy kinds adapted to tho soil 
mid climate and meeting tho require- 
ments of thu nearest martct. Each ono 
of widely separated sections has its own 
favorite varieties, especially of apples, 
hence tho orcharxlist who ia on tho 
ground can best determine tbo kinds it 
will pay him to grow. There are, how- 
ever, :i few points of general application 
and tile-so aru set forth ns follows by the 
agricultural editor of tlio New York 
World: 


High, cloviitions or tho vicinity of largo 


bodies of water ore especially "desirable 
locations on account of their greater 
immunity from frosts. 
Apple trees 


should not bo crowded. A distance of 
forty feet butweon tho.trees will seem 
groat when first planted, Imt when full 
grown, in most sections, not too much. 
Boil only moderately fertile is to bo pre- 
ferred to a rich loam, and that from 
which an old orchard has just been 
cleared off should bo avoided. Cultiva 
tion between tho trees for a few years 
will bo beneficial rather than hurtful, 
provided thn original fertility is main- 
taiiitiil by manuring. After an orchard 
begins to bear other crop bearing on the 
same ground should cease. As between 
planting in tho fall or spring, cither ono 
is likely to succeed if carefully done. 
Iu a mild climate fall planting is thought 
the tost. Spring planting should boas 
early as tho ground will admit. 


If the trees are to bo set out in tho 


spring mako sill necessary preparations, 
when possible, in advance, so that tho 
planting may be dono as soon as the 
condition of the soil-will admit. 
There 


is nothing gained in attempting to trans- 
plant out trees of any kind when thosoil 
is wet, bnt tho sooner thia ia done after 
it is sufficiently dry to be worked into a 
good tilth tho better. Tlie plan of thu 
orchard can be laid out and the stakes 
set where tho trees are to be planted, 
tho manure can TJO secured and ranch of 
tho preparatory work dono that will be 
of material aid in completing it in good 
season. So far as possible trees ought 
to bo eet before tho leaves start and not 
bo deferred until they aro fully leaved. 
Ono advantage with spring planting-is 
that usually 110 watering or puddling 
will bo necessary, as at this time there 
ia generally sufficient moisture in tho 
soil. Have the holes for the trees suffi- 
ciently large to admit tho roota readily 
without twisting or bonding them, cut 
off all bruised or injured parts, then set 
so that the treo will stand abont the 
Bamo as it grew originally. Fill in tho 
soil carefully, baring it "fine, so that ic 
can i-o readily worked in around tho

Even when not In 
flower cyclamens .iro ornamental, thti 
markings on tho leaves heiuy very beau- 
tiful 
They iro at their best dnriug 


Fobruary and March, as then tho flow- 
era IIEIVQ their trno color and tho foliage 
is firm and good. Thoro iiro no plants 
better adapted for pot culture and few 
that produce such a profusion oE bloom, 
the flowers ranging through many shades 
of pink, crimson, while, etc., some lie- 
ing beautifully spotted. Most of thwu 
nro morever delicately fragrant. 
They 


should havo no sticks or ties of any kind. 
Tho bulbs should bo carefully watered 
and well ripened after blooming, as tho 
next seasou's display depends very much 
on tliis.
